mutual consent of the parties hereto. n 

6. Pending the consummation of any and all of the terras of this 
agreement, including the execution of the lease agreement provided for 
above, City shall have the possession of all parcels described in Para- 
graph 1 and Paragraph 2 -A immediately upon the same being vested in State, 
for playground, recreational and beaoh park purposes as provided herein.
